To REMOVE acid stains from garments: 


Chloroform will restore the color of 
garments where the same has been de- 
stroyed by acids. When the acid has 
accidentally destroyed or changed the 
•color of the fabric, ammonia should be 
applied to neutralize the acid. 


To PREPARE food for mocking-birds, 


mix together two parts corn meal, two 
ports pea meal and cue pnrt moss meal; 
odd a httle melted Irird, but not sufficient 
to make the mixture too greasy, and 
sweeten with molasses. Fry in a frying- 
pan one-half hour, stirnnB constantly 
and taking care not to let it bum. This 
makes it keep well. Put it in a covered 
jar. The moss meal is prepared by dry- 
ing and grinding the imported German 
moss seed. 


IN Beimonn's process for rendering 


cloth waterproof the fabric ia passed 
slowly by machinery through a tank 
divided into three compartments, the 
first containing a, warm solution of alum, 
the second a warm solution of lead 
acetate and the third pore water, which 
is constantly renewed. The cloth on 
passing from the latter is brushed and 
beaten to remove the salt adhering to 
the surface, and finally hot-pressed and 
brushed. In this case lead sulphate i* 
deposited on the fibers. 


PERSONS with weak lungs should read 


aloud daily, and take plenty of exercise 
in the open air. They should also live 
generously, and rise and retire at reg- 
ular hours. Stooping postures should be 
avoided, and when reading they should 
sit up erect. When walking keep the 
head up, and the shoulders thrown iMok, 
If confined to the house at any time, 
walk the floor with the arms crossed be- 
hind the back. \Vhenin the open air 
take, as often as yon can without fatigu- 
ing yourself, long breaths. We have 
known many persons with weak lungs 
to be much benefited by following these 
simple directions. 


THE question of storing eggs was 


discussed at an Iowa convention, and it 
was conceded by all that cold storage, 
temperature 40 to 42deg., kept uniform, 
with eggs packed properly or in cases, 
will keep in good condition from six to 
nine months ; but they must be used 
soon after being taken out of the cold 
storage, as they soon spoil. Eggs be- 
come musty from being packed in bad 
material ; will become musty in cases, 
as a change in temperature from a lower 
to higher causes the ejtgs to sweat and 
paper to become moist and taint the 
eggs. Well-dried oata ayear old are the 
best for packing. Eggs become injured 
by jarring in shipping, by mixing. 
Fraah eggs mix worse than those kept in 
cold storage. Eggn held in cold storage 
in the West bhbuld be shipped in refrig- 
erator cars in summer. Eggs will keep 
thirty days longer if stood on the little 
en d than in any other position ; must be 
kept in an even temperature and a pure 
atmospheie. Eggs laid on the side at- 
tach to the'shell, and are badly injured. 
To prevent imposition as to the fresh- 
ness or eggs the egg gatherers should 
candle them when they get them from 
the farmers. Eggs keep better in the 
dark than in the light

Fooling M. Tillers. 


Spies do not always render services 


proportionate to the pay they draw, and 
their employers are no doubt of ten sorely 
vexed by the blunders they commit 
through overzeol. In 1872, when the 
Count de Chambord had gone to hold a 
sort of court at Antwerp, and was gen- 
erally thought to be on the eve of getting 
restored to the French throne, M. Thiers 
sent spies to watch his movements. One 
of these was so ubiquitous that he ended 
by attracting the attention of two of the 
Bourbon Prince's supporters, who were 
young noblemen fond of fun. These 
gentlemen, keeping their eyes on the 
spy, found that he was in the habit ol 
spending his evenings in a certain cafe 
on the Grande Place. Repairing to this 
establishment they seated themselves 
near to then: man, and began talking 
about the Count de Chambord's doings 
in whispers just loud enough for the fel- 
low to hear. The spy, of course, pricked 
up his ears, and soon he must have been 
convinced that he was discovering most 
valuable secrets. The young men re- 
lated marvelous stories about the Prince's 
plans, the number of adherents he was 
gathering in France, and spoke of a grand 
coup d'etat which was being prepared 
for him by * number of statesmen and 
Generals who hoped to take the country 
by surprise. In great excitement the 
spy flashed the news to Versailles, and 
M. Thiers, who had no wish -to see the 
Count de Chambord restored, communi- 
cated them to his private organ, Le Bien 
Public. That credulous newspaper be- 
came remarkable during the next few 
days for publishing the most extraordin- 
ary news from Antwerp. Every day the 
spy had something new to relate out of 
what he picked up at his cafe, till at 
length one of his hoaxers having let fall 
a letter as if by accident, the spy dis- 
covered (as he fancied) an elaborate plot 
for kidnapping M. Thiers. The letter 
stated, in effect, that the Count de Cham- 
bord, having resolved to seize ugon the 
throne, was going to have M. Thiers ap- 
prehended in the middle of the night by 
a certain General, whose name was men- 
tioned, and that meanwhileanother Gen- 
eral would arrest M. GambetU. M. 
Thins was a fussy little man who hid a 
great belief in plots, and on receipts of 
the tidings which apprised him that his 
liberty was in danger he most have 
experienced a moment's consternation ; 
but before he oonld take any steps to 
prepare for the coup fetot, the Union, a 
Legitimist paper, published a chaffing 
letter from Antwerp, in which the hoax 
plaved upon the spy wss related in de- 
tail M. Thiers and the editor d the 
Le Bien Public (which always pre- 
tended to have no official connections) 
then looked very foolish. As for the spy, 
it may be doubted whether, on his re- 
turn to Paris, he was received with smil- 
ing thanks. — Cornhill Magazine,

MASUI-ACTURERS of good, genuine 


butter and consumers, who are often 
swindled by the various compounds 
now placed upon the market under 
the name of butter, will be pleased 
to learn that at last, after nearly ev- 
ery means had been exhausted look- 
ing to the suppression of this traffic, 
there is a prospect that honest ma- 
kers and unsuspecting consumers 
will be protected. A sub-committee 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House of Representatives have 
reported to the full committee a bill 
providing for the imposition of a tax 
•f 10 cents per pound on oleomarga- 
rine and kindred products, and re- 
quiring that the packages containing 
the concoctions shall be plainly and 
durably stamped with the name of 
their contents, so that no one can be 
deceived. Within the past three 
years the manufacture of spurious 
butter has grown to be a paying 
business, with large amounts oi 
money invested. The stuff which 
has been offered in lieu of genuine 
butter has been improved to such a 
degree that even good judges are 
often deceived. As it could be offered 
at from 9 to 12 cents per pound, and 
readily sold at from 25 to 40 cents, 
the inducements to go into the busi- 
ness have been very great, and even 
in first-class dairy regions factories 
have been started, much to the injury 
of the honest butter-makers.

Decatnr can boast with pardonable 


pride of having a greater number of ele- 
gantly appointed residences than any 
city of her size in the west, and the tour- 
ist will travel far and wide before he will 
find as pleasantly situated and beautiful 
a residence place as our own fair city. 


'TIS FUOSHED. 


The latest addition to Decatur's most 


costly residences is the magnificent brick 
structure just finished on the southeast 
corner of East Eldorado and' Jackson 
streets, at a cost of about $20,000. It is 
the enviable property of Mr. George D. 
Haworth, of the manufacturing firm of 
Haworth & Sons, and was commenced on 
June 1st, 1881. The contract was let to 
the architects and builders, McNabb & 
Son, of this city. The plans and specifi- 
cations were drawn by the junior 
Mem- 


ber of the firm, Mr. Will O. McNabb, 
who personally superintended the details 
of the work. That Mr. Haworth's new 
dwelling is a model home mansion and 
one of the most elegantly built and con- 
veniently appointed residences nnd n de- 
cided credit to the young architect, a visit 
to the same will convince the most casual 
observer. 


The other afternoon a REPUBLICAN 


commissioner was granted the privilege 
of an inspection of the dwelling, nnd 
while there he made a few notes. Viewed 
from either point of the compass the 
house presents a magnificent appearance, 
and indicates that neither money nor 
pains have been spared to make it sub- 
stantial, beautiful and homelike. The 
structure has a frontage on Eldorado 
street of 43 feet, is 48 feet deep, and four 
stories in height, including the finely 
finished basement. It has nn improved 
O. G. Mansard roof, with dormer win- 
dows and gothic ornaments. The tower, 
which decorates the front of the building, 
rises 77 feet above ground and is 20 feet 
higher than the roof. The front entrance 
is a model of architectural beauty and 
good taste, the wide doors being finished 
in the most elegant style. On the oast 
half of the front and on the east side of 
the dwelling are lofty and wide verandas 
that are most inviting, and off the cast 
entrance is an original design of a drive 
porch with symmetrical pillars for sup- 
ports. This porch, which is erected over 
the concrete drive-way which leads from 
Eldorado street to the substantial stable 
at the rear of the wide lot, will serve as a 
protection to the waiting family cnrringe 
or buggy from the heat or rain while 
parties are arranging to enfer one or the 
other. 


On entering this modern home, one is 


at once impressed with the fact that Mr. 
Haworth has been lavish in his outlay of 
meney in the introduction of innova: 
tions in the way of adornments nnd con- 
veniences which will be icferred to fur- 
ther on. The vestibule is 9x12 feet in 
size, with French plate glass windows 
looking east and west. The hall is 7 feet 
wide and extends from the north front to 
the side entrance, a distance of 51 feet. 
The most beautiful design of English tile 
covers the floor of the hall and of the 
dining-room. 


The parlor, on tho east side of the 


dwelling, is 15x20 feet in size, the lofty 
ceiling and walls being ornamented with 
the finest stucco work by foreign artists. 
The double windows with the inside 
wooden blinds so attached as to be made 
invisible when not closed, are of thick 
French plate glass. The floor of the par- 
lor is covered with an entire!} new 
design in carpeting, known to house 
decorators as American Parqnetrj. This 
parquet flooring is 
very 
expensive 


and is 
made 
in blocks of maple, 


walnut, ash, cherry and 
oak, with 


handsome center pieces of rosewood, 
mahogany, maple anil walnut. It is sim- 
ply an ornamental hard wood floor, which, 
by proper finish and care, will keep its 
color and figure and last for generations. 
The Venetian marble mantle in the par- 
lor, with its gilded fenders, ebony trim- 
mings and Anthracite grate, it certainly 
the finest in Deeatur. On the Parian 
marble slabs, that form an inside border 
for the mantel, are familiar scenes in 
Shakespeare's plays that add to the beauty 
of the entire arrangement. 


Noiseless sliding doors, heavy anil 


thick, and elegantly finished, separate the 
parlor from the hall and library or family 
sitting-room on the west side of the dwel 
ling. This room is 17x24^ feet in size, 
and in general appearance resembles the 
parlor, only the parquet flooring is differ- 
ent in design. The mantel in the library 
is made of Formosa marble, with decora- 
tions of Grecian failles above and at the 
sides of the grate. 


At the rear of the library is the spacious 


dining-room, which is 
also elegantly 


finished. 
Off the dining room is the 


kitchen, there being altogether four rooms 
on the first floor, not counting the vesti- 
ble, pantries and hall. 


Leading from the first floor to the sec- 


ond is a wide stairway finished in walnut. 
On the second floor are the family cham- 
ber of two rooms, the guests' chamber, 
the servants' room, the bath room, the 
sewing room directly over the vestible, 
also numerous closets conveniently ar- 
ranged. A hall 7 feet wide extends from 
the sewing room back to the- stairway 
landing, separating the sleeping apart- 
ments. On the third floor, which is reach- 
ed by means of the circling walnut stair- 
way, are a number of spacious rooms that 
will be fitted up for various uses. 


There are two bay windows on the 


first floor, two on the second, and one on 
the third floor. 


In the basement, with its high ceilings 


is the summer kitchen, a well-appointed 
laundry, the summer dining-room, and a 
room to be used as a billard parlor, be- 
sides a family grocery and cellar. 


The entire building is heated by steam, 


there being handsomely bronzed coils 
with marble tops placed in the rooms 


and connected with all the radiators. 
This heater will ran from 12 to 24 hoars 
without attention, and is said to be the 
most perfect heater known. The venti- 
lation has all been done on scientific 
principles, so that it is impossible for any 
foul air to remain for a moment in any of 
the rooms. It ascends through pipes to 
the top of the root The plumbing, steam- 
fitting, and placing of the coils, and the 
new style bronzed chandeliers and fix- 
tures, have also been done to perfection, 
the contract having been let to Korsmyer 
& O'Neill; but it is proper to state that 
Mr. O'Neill gave this work his personal 
attention, and the result is that the firm 
has finished a contract that will stand 
the closest inspection. 


Space forbids a more lengthy descrip- 


tion of this elegant home, which will 
soon be furnished throughout moat 
sumptuously. Electric bells communicate 
with all the rooms, the painting and grain- 
ing are faultless, and the exterior and in- 
terior of the residence indicates beyond 
question that Decatnr architects and me- 
chanics can fill the bill to a T.
